WASHINGTON, April 20.—Arrangements are being made by the War Depart- 
ment for the transportation of troops from Southern ports *o Cuba, and it is ex- 
pected that they will be perfected to-morrow or soon thereatter. Col, A. S. Kimball, 
Chief Quartermaster of the Department of the East, will open bids at New York 
to-day for the charter of steam vessels for this important service. The Government 
will have no difficulty in securing a sufficient number of first-class steam vessels for 


the transportation of the army to be sent to Cuba. 

Among the companies which have offered vessels to the Government for this 
service are the following: Iron Steamboat Co. of New York City—Taurus, capacity 
90K) passengers; Cetus, 1800; Perseus, 1800; Pegasus, 1800). 

Plant System at Tampa—Mascotte, 1000; Olivette, 1000; Florida, 1000. 

Cape May and Delaware Bay Navigation Co. at Philadelphia—Republic, 2600. 

New York and Texas Steamship Co. at New York City—Colorado, 1000; Leona, 
10600; Alamo, 1000; Lampasas, 1000. 

Southern Pacific Co. of New York—Aransas, 1000; Gussie, 1000: Morgan, 1000; 
Whitney, 1000. 

The probabilities are that arrangements will be made whereby the Government 
will secure most. if not all, of the above vessels, in addition to several others whose 

‘names are withheld for the present. It is explained by Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john that the department has deemed it advisable to charter rather than purchase 
ail the ships it may need for the transportation of troops, and all the vessels engaged 
will be assembled at the various points on the Atlantic seaboard and the Gulf coast 
most convenient for tRe embarkation of treops.

After commenting on the note for 
a few minutes Sir Julian hurriedly left the 
department and cabled the information 
to his Government.

COLORED TROOPS | 
HAVE A GRIEVANCE.

CHATTANOOGA, fTenn., April 20.—Priv- 
ate E. B. Johnson of Company E has or- 
ganized a revolt against the Chattanooga, 
Rome & Southern Railroad for compelling 
the colored soldiers of the Twenty-fifth to 
ride in the “jim crow” cars. 

The Twenty-fifth has been so long in 
Montana that when they came in contact 
with the laws of Tennessee compelling 
whites and negroes to ride in separate 
cars they strenuously objected. They de- 
clared their uniform and mission entitled 
them to sit in -any-ear on a train, and have

own seats in the trains running to the 
park. 

In every instance the conductor has 


stopped the train and refused to move un- 
ti] the soldiers went to the car assigned to 
their race. Twenty soldiers 
make a test of the matter and declined to 
move from the rear coach. 

The conductor issued his ultimatum, and 
it looked as though the train were going 
to stop until morning, when the Conductor 
found Adjutant Cochran, who ordered the 
men to the colored compartment.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The President 
at 11:24 o'clock affixed his signature to the 
joint resolution of Congress requiring Spain

to the Spanish Government. The ultimatum 
was brought over to the White House short- 
ly before 11 o’clock by Assistant Secretary 


Day, who went over it with President Mc- 
Kinley -before the latter affixed his signa- 
ture. After the public announcement Assis- 
tant Secretary Day said that the ultimatum 
had been transmitted this morning to Mad- 
rid, addressed to Minister Woodford, who 
will deliver it to the Spanish Government, 
As soon as the final determination to send 
it had been reached, and it had been started 
on its way to Madrid, Senor Polo y Ber- 
nabe, the Spanish Minister, in accordance 
with diplomatic courtesies, was furnished a 
copy of the paper by the colored messenger 
of Assistant Secretary Day. The minister, 
as soon as he received it, made a brief re- 
ply and requested his passports, 

tt was said at the White House that the 
terms of the ultimatum would not be made 
public here until to-morrow. It was un- 
derstood that it consists largely of a dip- 
jomatic paraphrase of the joint resolution 
of Congress concluding with a statement 
that this Government awalts Spain's reply. 
At the Cabinet meeting yesterday after- 
noon the general features and form of the 
ultimatum to be sent to Spain were agreed 
upon and there remained for this morning 
only the making of a fair copy for the Pres- 
ident’s signature. The original draft was 
made by Assistant Secretary oar and the 
esevised copy, which was made this mory- 
ing under his direction, was laid before 
the President about 10:20 o'clock.

THE CABLE WAS 


CUT NEAR KEY WEST. 


KEY WEST, Fla., April 19.—It was learned 
yesterday that the cable between Key West 
and Punta Rassa had been cut about 117 
miles from Key West. The matter was 
Kept secret and the break has been repaired. 
The incident looked suspicious, as the 
broken end of the cable showed that it had 
been cut clean through. The rupture might 
have been accidental, as the water is shal- 
iow where the break occurred, and the an- 
chor of some vessels may have become en- 
tangled in the cable, but shallowness of the 
water would render deliberate cutting by 
anenemy a comparatively easy task. 

Capt. Sampson learned of tt to-day and 
wired the Navy Department at Washington. 
It has been decided to establish a care 
guard in those waters, and suspicious craft 
will be summarily dealt with. The revenue 
cutter McLean has already been ordered on 
patrol there. The matter is of the utmost 
importance, as the cables between here and 
Punta Rassa are the only communications 
between here and the mainiand, and if they 
were interfered with at this time the conse- 
quence could not be foretold. An additional] 
cauée for suspicion is found in the fact that 
the cable between here and Havana recently 
broke near here.

Deputy Sheriff Francis M. Campbell did 
not arrest C, S. Dabney, against whom a 
warrant for embezzlement was issued Tues- 
day. The deputy sheriff made an effort, 
though, and as a result he carries his right 
eye in a sling, and it will take a month for 
nature to replace the cuticle that is missing 
from the deputy sheriff's face. 

It was just another case of mistaken iden- 
tity. Campbell thought he was arresting 
Dabney, and he did not find out any bet- 
ter until the fight was over and he and the 
man he thought was Dabney were on their 
way to the Seventh District Police Station 
in charge of a policeman. 

Dabney, who was wanted, lives at 2700 
Olive street. Milton Tuttle also lives there. 
Campbell did not know this and when Tut- 
tle answered the deputy’s ring Campbell 
told him he was under arrest. Tuttle knew 
that he had done nothing to be arrested 
for and refused to be taken into custody. 
Campbell produced his warrant and ‘Tuttle 
said that was not his name. Campbell 
smiled and said he was too old to be fooled 
on that game and seized him. 

ruttle 8 left shot out and connected with 
Campbell's right eye. He followed with his 
right on the deputy’s mouth and was al- 
lowed first blood. Campbell closed in and 
attempted to return the blows, but as a 
boxer he is not in Tuttle’s class. 

Campbell carried a revolver in his hip 
pocket. Gilpin Tuttle, 12 years old, saw the 
weapon. He made a maneuver and cap- 
tured the artillery. Then Tuttle and Camp- 
bell continued the battle. They fought out 
of the house into the street and a police- 
man came along and arrested both. 

Campbell was recognized at the police 
Station and released. Tuttle was released 
later on bond, and sent to the Police Court, 
Where his case was dismissed without 
prosecution, Wednesday. 

Campbell was around the Four Courts on 
Wednesday morning. He said he did not 
blame Tuttle, and he refused to prosecute, 
Campbell is a large man, about 50 years old. 
Tutile is small and is slightly lame, but he 
is young, and Campbell can testify to his 
pugilistic abailities.

The crowd at the Relay 
Depot was augmented by the dismissal of 
the public schools half an hour earlier than 
usual, to afford the school children the 
opportunity to witness e passage of the 
troops through the city. Nearly every pupil 
vas provided with a little flag ,and the 
scene as they flocked to the depot was most 
inspiring. Hundreds of workingmen were 
heard to remark: 

“If Uncle Sam wants us, all he has to do 
- Say 50. We are ready to go to the 
ront.

He is neatly dressea 
in a black diagonal sult and a cutaway 
coat. He wears a standing collar and a 
dark four-in-hand scarf. He has a black 
fedora hat, which rests in his lap, and his 
hands are constantly locked ‘together. He 
sits erect and carefully notes every ques- 
tion propounded the talesmen by the coun- 
sel, He makes no suggestions, however, 
and looks more like a lawyer than many 
of the lawyers at the bar. 

Murphy’s plea is not guilty, and his at- 
torneys hope to prove that he was not in 
that part of the city when the crime was 
committed.

CHEERED THE PLACARDS,

Enthusiastic Demonstrations on the 
Part of Citizens and Soldiers, In- 
termingled With Scenes of 
Sadness and Grief. 


Four troops, B, C, F and K of the Sixth 
Cavalry, 225 men and 12 officers, arrived at 
Union Station Wednesday morning at 8:50 
over the Missouri Pacific from Fort Leaven- 
worth.

The first section of the train was composed 
of one baggage car, six tourist sleepers and 
one Pullman.

» officers repaired immediately to the 
Terminal restaurant for breakfast. sig 
cans of coffee were brought out for the 
privates and non-commissioned officers, 
which, wéth the bread and corned beef they 
carried with them, made their morning meal, 

In the crowd at the station Was a woman 
of middle age, dressed in black, who by her 
nervousness before the train arrived, showed 
that she expected to meet some one, The 
cross-sabers she wore showed that the some 
one was a soldier. When «he train pulled in 
she rushed through the gate and up to the 
open door of the baggage car, where a tall 
soldier stood guard duty, The meeting wasa 
sad one. He could not leave the car to greet 
her, but he stooped down and kissed her, 
While tears streamed from her eyes. She 
stood beside the car as long as it remained 
in the stat.on, 

The.20th Infantry, from Fort Leaven- 
worth, arrived in two trains Wednesday 
morning at 5 o’clock. It was in charge of 
Ge S. Hopkins, a passenger agent for the 
Missouri Pacific. The troops were under 
command of Col. H. S. Hawkins. There 
were 5i8 men and $83 officers Fifteen cars 
were in the two sections. They left imme- 
d'ately after breakfast for Mobile, over the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad. 

All of these ‘troops reported the most en- 
thusigstic receptions at all stations along 
the road. Girls presented the officers with 
bouquets and begged the soldiers for cart- 
ridges and buttons to Keep as souvenirs. 

In each car, before the start, was placed 
a placard bearing the inspiring inscription, 


‘‘Remember the Maine.” <As the soldiers 
filed in and caught sight of the placards 
they broke into cheers. 

Two trains of 58 cars in all will arrive
